=hortly before nine o'clock last night 
and when tho flames had died away 
he pavilion, dance hall, dining room 
and kitchen were a mass of ruins. 


Mountain Hock grove several years 


ago was one of the most popular rec- 
reation grounds within many miles of 


ell but owing to a conflict between 


the selectmen of the town and then 
Boston & Northern Street Railway Co., 
the company was refused a permit to 
conduct the usual 
amusements and 


since then the grove has been practic- 
ally abandoned except now and then 


private picnic or outing has been 


held, there. 


Inasmuch as the street railway com- 


pany could not open the place for reg- 
ular daily amusements the buildings 
became dilapidated, and fewr if any re- 
pairs were made, therefore the materi- 
al In the buildings was in such a conr 
dilion that it was-good food for tho 
flames. A brisk wind also assisted m 
the destruction of the structures. 


While the cause of tho fire is un 


known It is thought to have been ol 
incendiary origin and

rapidly that before any porson couic 
re.ich the scene the buildings were 
doomed.

reation grounds within many miles of 
Lowell but owing to a conflict betwe^.i 
the selectmen of the town and 
then 


Boston & Northern Street Railway Co., 
the company was refused a permit to 
conduct the usual 
amusements and 


since then the grove has been practic- 
ally abandoned except now and thea 
a private picnic or outing has been 
he!d there. 


Inasmuch as the street railway com- 


pany could not open the place for reg- 
ular daily amusements the buildings 
became dilapidated, and few, if any re- 
pairs were, mndc, therefore,1 the materi- 
al In the buildings was in such a con- 
dition thit It was good food for the 
flames, 
A brisk wind also assisted In 


the destruction of the structure?, 


While the cause of tho fire is un- 


fcnown it is thought to have been of 
incendiary origin and 
It burned 


rapidly that before any person could 
reach the scene the buildings 
were 


doomed. 


There was a brush fire which broke 


out Sunday In the vicinity but as that 
fire was one-Quarter of a mile awaj 
it could not have spread to the builfl- 
ings. 


Supt, John J. .Cody, who has g«a- 


cral charge 
oC 
Lakeview park and 


Mountain Rock grove, in conversation 
with a representative 
of : Tho 
Sun 


stated that he passed the grove last 
night at S.30 o'clock and 
everything 


was all right- As he was unhitching 
his horse at tho stable at Lakeview 
park he saw the sky illuminated ana 
reharne?sing the horse drove as fast 
as possible to the scene, he having 
previously informed the local office of 
the Bay State Street Railway Co. of 
the fire and summoning all 
persons 


he could find to assist in fighting of 
the, flames. ' 


In a very short 
time 
there were 


about two score of men on the scene 
and under the direction of Supt. Cody, 
the men fought the flames but owing 
to 
the 
condition of the buildings It 


was almost impossible to save them. 


The men confined the blaze to 1 tho 


pavilion and saved many of tho build- 
ings nearby. The sparks whisked b/ 
a strong wind set fire to soveral of Uio 
other houses but these incipient firea 
were soon extinguished. That the flra 
was kept within the buildings was 
fortunate, as-there are a number of 
summer camps in tho woods .In tha 
vicinity, that would have been de: 
stroycd iE the: fire had escaped from 
the fighters. 


The buildings being almost on tha 


water front, the fire was spectacular 
and'many summer residents of Lake- 
view "watched It from boats and canoes 
drawn up on the lake front.

DICTATORS 
DANGEROUS 


Hereafter lot all politic-si parties bswurc of dictators. 
Tie political pet who is fostered and favored by a political orgamza 


lion, honored as its candidate or elected to liigh offic-c again and again is 


liable to get the idea into bis heart that he is bigger than bis party and that 


he should carry it about in his vest pocket. 


It was Louis XIV who gave utterance to the phrase, "I am the slate,1 


and it would appear that in politics Hie candidate who is too well treated 


bj his party is liable to (urn and say: ''I am the party," or to act as it 


he were o£ that belief. 


We have had two instances of Ibis kind—one in the convention at 


Chicago and another in that in session at Baltimore. 


Roosevelt, lavished with honors by his party, turned to abuse and 


ridicule the president and those who would nominate him for. a second 


term. It mattered not that Roosevelt had bad two terms ns president, now 


that the opportunity presented itself, bis ambition overcame him to th 


extent that he came out to demand a third term and to denounce everybodj 


who opposed him, charging that they were 
stealing his 
delegates 
b 


fraudulent methods, despite the fact that the proceedings of the couven 


tion were'as fair and open as those of any republican convention. 


That is not saying much, of course, but it simply shows that, witbou 


reasonable cause, Roosevelt, thinking himself bigger than bis party, brok 


through the tradition that denies a candidate a third term and (hen who 


refused the nomination over Tafl seeking a second term, he bolts and turn 


upon the party that so honored him. 


lu a different way Mr. Bryan is a dictator in his own party i£ we are 


to consider his course at the Baltimore convention. First, he fought against 
the choice of the convention for temporary chairman; next he made an 
assault upon tbu New York delegation, and finally opposed Clark or anybody 
the Xew York men favored. It appeared that the convention was compelled 
to give to Mv. Bryan the consideration that should bo extended to the 
majority alone. 
He was apparently looking lor an opportunity to break 


away if he did uot get the nomination himself. 


Brvan is honest, he is able and eloquent; but when he undertakes to 


control the democratic national convention—when that convention cannot 
name anybody who K not acceptable to him—then be becomes a dictator 
and a menace to the party's chances of success. In this respect there is 
;4itrht difference between his course and that of, Roosevelt so far as injury 
to (be parlv is concerned. Those who have attended the convention say 
that were it not for the forhearancp shown him by the delegates he would 
.have bolted and joined bands with Roosevelt in an independent movement. 
In thai attitude he would be almost as much of an ingrate as Roosevelt. 
II is true he was not elected; but that was not the fault of the party. He 
talks of his sixteen, years' work for the party, but be does not seem to 
appreciate the sacrifices the party made for him in its three defeats with 
him as the presidential candidate. 


What is true of presidential candidates is true of candidates for less 


important ofrices, men who were taken up and elevated to office, once, twice, 
thrice and who (hen acted as if the office belonged to tlnjm and as if the 
people had no right to take up anybody else. We have had'instances of this 
kind in local politics, and the experience has been that the longer a candi- 
date remains in office the more difficult it is to retire him, and hence to
